We should so live that when the 
sutunious coiuea to bo a parent it will 
find us prepared. Like a thief in tho 
night, at an hour whon we think not, 
like a thunderbolt from a clear sky, tho 
call may come to us. Lot tho night- 
lamp, tlioroforo bo triiuiuod .ind burn- 
ing, and Iho alum where you can lay 
hold of il at any lime. But, above all, 
%vo should make ourselves conversant 
with those little parliamentary rules 
which must povorii the oonduat of the 
parent in his or her sooiiU cuntact with 
tho child. A few suggestions upon 
what coiistitntL's oliqUL-iiu, and shows 
good broediiii; "lu this branch of society, 
readily marking and contrasting the 
cultivated piiruiit and distingiii.shini; 
him or her irom tho vul'jar, tho snide, 
tho piobuian, tho canailles (as we say 
in Franco), tho Jaiuos Crow and tho 
sans culottes parent, might not bo ill- 
timed or inopportune. 

In willing a child's nose be extremely 
careful to leave the uosa S(juio pa- 
rout.-i use soiuucli miiiooes.sary sU'ouglli 
in doing this that they liud wljcn it is 
too late that they have wijiod the nose 
of a pot child into spuoo. Nothing 
gives more pain. jS'othingcau bo moro 
pitiful than tho ohild's first look of 
sorrow and disappoiLilmont when ho 
starts to wipe his nose and discover.i 
that it is gone. Pause, fond parent, 
whilo tho wij)o is in its iiicipieiicy, and 
resolve that you will spiiro its noso. 
It can bo of no iiso to you, and the loss 
of it will bo a constant source of annoy- 
ance to the child. 

Teach your child tho beauty of frank- 
ness and open candor toward all. Im- 
press \\\)on hliu tho buaiity of being 
wiial you aj)pear to be, and hato de- 
ception ovorywliuro. If you will fondle 
hi in and dote on him in society and 
jerk him bald-headed in tho seclusion 
of the homo cirolo, ho will readily un- 
derstand what yon mean. Childrou 
soon learn that if you liu<^ their little 
gizzards Hat whilo visitors are ahout, 
and thon, when Ihi! iioiiio life is aaain 
resinned, you liirtiw liieiu down cellar 
luul wear out a liiblc log on their 
chubby limbs, that life is real, life is 
oarnest, and tlio sqnare>'taed, open, 
frank policy is not generally in use. 

Parents should impross upon their 
chililroii the beauty of scll-sacrilico and 
self-abnegation, if they know wliat tliat 
is: I don't. If thoro should bo but 
one piece of pio, give it to "poor sick 
papu. " It niaj' kill him, and attor tho 
funer:il your young life will be one 
jiroloiifrod hallelujah and rose-tinted 
whoop' oniup'Uzajano. 

Parents slioukl not bo constantly sus- 
picious of their children. This will in- 
evitably breed hypocrisy and uiircliabil- 
ily. If you fear thai your son is play- 
ing pin-pool, do not break down your 
constitution and bring on dalirium- 
tremons, hanging around the pool- 
tables watching all night for him. He 
will look upon you with distrust, and 
no doubt at last tell you to go and soak 
your head. 

Do not constantly tell your boy "how 
tall" he is — that ho "grows like a 
wood" — and liniilly make him think 
ho is a trirailo. II you keep it up you 
will linally uiako a round-shouldered, 
awkward, ba.shfiil beanpole out of a 
mighty good-looking boy. If every tall 
boy in liiis ccjuiilry will agree lo lick 
every woodon-headed man wlio tells 
him "how iio does grow," 1 will ao'roo 
to hold the coat of said tall boy. f am 
now dealing with a subjoft of which I 
happen to bo informod. Tiie same rulo 
applies to girls aa well. If you want 
to make your daughter fall over tho 
piano and yearn to climb a Iroo whoa, 
ever she sooa any body coiiio towards 
the house, tell her "what n great 
swallooing toiu-boy she is getting to 
bo." in this way, if parents act judi- 
ciously and in concert, wo can soon 
have a nation of young men and women 
whoso manners and carriage will bo 
as beautiful and symmetrica] as tho 
plaster cast of u soro toe. — Bill Ni/e, in 
Dtnvnr Uiiinion.

CAN A 1)1 A FISUElilES. 

Ainoiii; tlio subjects discussed by the 
British Aaaoci;vtioii in iMontreal last weiik 
wero tiie liahoriee of Canada. Mr. L. .1. 
Juncas coiilributod a paper on the sub- 
ject in which after ruforiiiiH to tliu ox- 
tent of thu Canadinn lishurius hu dis- 
cUBsed tl{eir value and chiimod that thuy 
are the r.ic|iest and most pruUtablo in tlie 
world. "According to tlio reports of the 
Fialiury Dt-partniuiit, tho value of Can- 
adian tisii pii>duct in 1H70 was $7,573,000. 
In 1880 it had increased to §14,500,000, 
and by tho latest report, thut for 1883, it 
had reached §17,500,000. He points out 
that although our system of inspection 
and oversight and our method of collect- 
ing statistics have greatly improved, tiioy 
are still nuceasLitily imperfect, and do nut 
include thu onornioua catch which yoes on 
by settleia fur their own consuuiption, 
and he claims that the §17,500,000 can 
be considered as representing only tho 
fish prepared for export or sold in tht- 
Canadian markets. Ho estimates thu 
value of fiah cau-^lit and con.suiued by the 
native population of Jlanitoba.lhe North- 
West, and Britiali Columbia at §5,000, - 
OOC, and of the othor provinces of tlio Do- 
minion lit §11,000,000, making iu all the 
sum of §;)(i,000,000 as the annual value of 
tho tisli exported and used for dnnioatic 
consumption in thu Dominion. The pa- 
per then i{oes on to prove by comparison 
that thu fisheries uf ISritiah iS'urth America 
are tho most prodnclive of the whole 
world. In Canada we have 50,000 men 
regularly employed in tlie fisheries. Their 
labour, as seen by the last oflicial return, 
produced fiah to tho value of §17,500,000, 
or §350 for each tishcrnian. (ireat Bri- 
tain omploya 113, UlU men and their la 
bour, accurdini; to the tisures t,'iveu by 
His Kuyal llifiluieas the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, produces 016,000 tons of fiah, re 
presenting a value of §36,000,000, or §309 
for each fisherman, a dilTeronce in fayor 
of the Canadian uf §41. In tho United 
Statea are enipluyod 132,000 fishermen; 
tho catch being valued at §4,450,000 or 
§337 per man, a difference iu favor ol the 
Canadian fishermen of §13. It is pointed 
out that an iuip;)rtant part of §4,400,000 
worth of fish taken by tho U. S. fisher- 
men was caught in Canadian waters. It 
nii'stnlsy be noted, Mr. Jnncaa reiiiitiked, 
that on account of ili.' severity of our cli- 
mate our fiahuriea can only be worked 
about seven months in the year, from tho 
beginning of April to tho end of October, 
«o that the Canadian liahurman earns in 
seven months §41 mure tlian the Engliah 
fiahorman and §13 more than the fisher- 
man of tliu United Statea, wIkj works from 
January to December. 'J'he paper then 
goes on to speak of the industry in tho 
different maritime provinces. Coniing 
to the fresh water fisheries it saya: "In 
1882, Canada oxporteil .salninn, fresh, 
and picklod, to the valuo of §3,000,000. 
The United States is tlio principal market 
fur fresh salmon, and (irvat Urilain of 
salmon preserved ui tins, liritiali Colum- 
bia is the most famous of the provinces for 
its salmon fishery, the induntry havint,' 
slready aasumed large proportions. In 
187!) the catch was 3,000,000 pouikIh; in 
1882 it had iiicreiisud to 12.000,000 
pounds. The capital invested in the sal- 
mon fishery of British Gulunibia is uati- 
muted at over §2,000,000. In addition to 
the canned aalnion expi^rted from British 
Columbiii, over 5,000 liarruls of Halted 
salmon have also be1.11 u.xporled, the de- 
mand for the tisli thus ]>roaerved beint; 
steadily irioreaaing. The aggregate value 
for the fresh water fiah of the Doniiii- 
ion is §4,000,000. Tho conclusion of tho 
writer is that tho Canadian fisheries have 
not yot reached 25 per coiit,. of their pua- 
sible devdiupiiient, a fact due in hoiiu' part 
to the infi'i'ior ei|nipnu'nt heretofore i;iii- 
ployed in the fisheries, as conipaietl «ith 
tliut employed in t!ie United States and 
liritish fisheries. In this respect, iiow- 
ever, improvement is taking place, owing 
to the oncourngeniuiit tjiven by our public 
men during the pa.st years. 

FRAUDS IN FliUlT CANNING. 



Tho San Francisco News Loiter is do- 
ing grand work in .ihowing up frauds in 
fruit packing. It has proved by 
chemical aiialysis that the strawberry, 
raspberry, lilack berry and currant jama 
of a certain puckinL' tirni contain no fruit, 
but are made up of tjlucosn, ether and 
sulphuric acid and flavored with 
chemicala deleterious tolu'althand w hich 
if taken in sufficient (pmntity will cause 
death. Honey pacl;;^! in glass ia made in 
the fcdlowirig way: The face of tiu! lioney- 
comb is slici^d olf, allowing tlie honey to 
run out, which ia then adulterated by 
heating with glucose (which costs 3A to 4 
cents per pound) in the proportioiiH and 
in the manner described last week. 
The comb is then inserted in a bottle, and 
the adulterated licpiid poured round it to 
lill the bottle. Tliis looks like a bottle 
full of pure honey, and there ia the cuinb 
in sight to testify it. This ia about the 
iinly one of Iheae trade frauds that ex- 
fiibits some ingenuity. The overplus of 
the liquid obtained as iilxivc is packed as 
pure honey, Ttii? syrup for "table fruits" 
appears to bu prep.-ired according to an in- 
variable forinula. For strawberries and 
other light fruits, GOO pounds of gl 
are heated inn 500 gallon task, and, when 
boiling, 300 pounds of sugar are added 
and tlio tank filled with water. Thisonm- 
pouiid is the "ayrup" of these table fruits, 
which ia drawn off into tho cans, boiled, 
stoaniod and labeled. Tlie public pays 
for abaut 24 cents worll. of sugar, and gets 
8 cents worth, along with 8 cents worth 
of glucose; and glucose, it may be nion- 
tiuned in passing, is merely starch that 
has been treated with sulphuric acid. It 
ianot specially unwholeaoine; it is merely 
translucent, tasteless slarch. Tho above 
mixture gives an apparent strength of 
20 = to 22 ° Beaumd. For a heavior 
syrup, that shall show 32° BeaumJ, tho 
admixture of sugar and glucose is half 
and half. For sucli syrups the common- 
est quality of low-j,'radu sugar is substi- 
tuted. Otherarticles which are fruudulont- 
ly packed by thu lit-m an;: Apricot, quince 
(the jolly ia Unvorod with quince essence, 
Mrhtch is nitric other treated with oil of 
ruo), and plum (dyed).

France ia not pro.speroua. Allowing 
for the million and a half taken away by 
Oermany, the population baa made no 
progress at all since 18U0.

THE NANAIMO JLAKES. 

A Hunter's Paradise— Abund- 
ance of Keakr, Deer and Trout. 

The announoemeat in the Free Press 
last week that the trail from Harewood to 

tho Nanaimo Lakes waa in a passable con- 
dition, caused the formation of several 
hunting and fishing parties. The trail 
from Harowood is less than ton miles, and 
runs in a straight direction acroaa tho 
divide between Mount Benson and what 
is knuwu as the Spur, to the lake. Tho 
trail traverses through a magnificent tim- 
bur country, with hero and there a patch 
of meadow and bottom. Uu tho divide 
there is a patch of prairie as level aa a 
iloor, containing about 50 acroa, but it 
must bo 1500 foot above tho soa level, as 
it is at the headwaters of Boulder Croek, 
on which so much prospecting was done 
for gold. Around tho lakes there is an 
abundaiico of beautiful white pine tim- 
ber, which could bo readily rafted down 
tho Nunaimo river to this city. 

At tho lakes there is any quantity of 
largo aizod speckled trout of tho most de- 
licious liavor, and on tl'-s point wo can 
givu practical evidence for Messrs. James 
Abriims and Alex. Grant supplied us with 
aeveral beautiful spocimona. To give an 
idea of tho quantity Mr. McCutchoon had 
three hooks on one line, and at cnio 
haul landed thioo fine trout — one on each 
hook. 

Mr. Bray, governmont agent, caino 
across a large black bear and two cuba, 
and lirod at thoin, wounding the old boar, 
but Ilia rejieatiiig rillo getting foul the 
bears walked quietly away. A number of 
deer tracks were aeon and tho trail con- 
tractors report they shot a number of 
door and had vuniaon uU Ihu time they 
wore in the woods.

Tho Dominion 
govornmoiit was about to expend a very 
large nmount of money in the construction 
and completion of a propor torminus at 
Port Moody, and that they (tho company) 
would ex-pond a still larger amount at 
tiiat place when the govormnont had 
liiushud ihoir work accordiai; to agreoipont 
which must bo done at onoo, Tho only 
fault to be found with Port Moody was 
ita confined area. The intention is to 
run a branch down to tho North Ann op- 
posite to Port Moody, and build wharves 
up to the .shallow.i and build ulips across 
the shallows at tho lieail uf Port Moody, 
and then oonlimio down tho south sido. 
About twelve miles svuuld bo wanted, so 
that tho whole of the inlot would be re- 
quired. The line would bo extended 
down tliu south sido of the inlet eventual- 
ly, for the c(jnveiiieiico of moving freight, 
but if niitinfactory arrangomontK were con- 
cluded with the local Govornnient for as 
much land as they would reiiuire, they 
would build an oxtoiisioii from above 
Pitt river down to ihfj lower end of Bur- 
rafd lulot, aa it could bu made at much 
less coat by way of tho lakes than by tho 
south aide of tlie inlot. * * *
